£25,000 reward set for Wenlok Jug’s return 


A £25,000 reward has been offered for the return of the 
Wenlok Jug - if it is in a ‘reasonable’ condition. 

Zurich, the company that insures the Stockwood 
Discovery Centre from where the jug was stolen, 
announced on Friday that it will pay the money as long 
as the recipient had no involvement in the theft. 

The historical artefact, which was bought for £750,000 
in 2006, was stolen from the museum on May 12. 

Paul Redington from Zurich's Major Loss team said: 
“Zurich fully realises the importance of the Wenlok Jug 
both to the museum and to the people of Luton. We are 
therefore offering £25,000 for the return of the jug in a 
reasonable condition. 

“Stockwood Discovery Centre is a place where people 


can freely view and enjoy such objects. We are dealing 
with criminals who have deprived the public of that 
experience. 

“These cases are not just about writing a cheque. 
Ultimately, Zurich wants to assist the museum's efforts 
to get this jug back where it belongs, and so that it can 
be enjoyed by future generations."

Justice for attacked child

THE top law officer in the country 
has praised Luton on Sunday for 
criticising the weak sentences hand¬ 
ed to two child rapists whose jail 
terms were this week more than 
doubled following an appeal. 

Our exclusive story in February flag¬ 
ging up the 40-month jail terms given 
to the men, who raped an 11-year-old 
girl in the stairwell of a block of flats in 
Park Street, Luton, outraged thousands 
across the country when it went on to 
develop national interest. 

The ‘abhorrent’ attacks carried out by 
Ruben Monteiro, of Bailey Street, 
Luton and Roshane Channer, of no 
fixed abode, both 21, were filmed by a 
16-year-old boy on his mobile phone 
and there was evidence the humiliat¬ 
ing footage had later been ‘circulated’. 

Along with the soft sentences, what 
inflamed public reaction to our origi¬ 
nal story was a comment by Judge 
David Farrell QC that the victim was a 
‘willing participant’ in the sex - despite 
those under 13 being unable to legally 
consent to sex. 

LoS’s website was subsequently inun¬ 
dated with messages of shock at the 
sentences and judge’s remarks from 
members of the public, and a flood of

complaints were made to Attorney 
General Dominic Grieve QC, whose 
successful appeal against the ‘unduly 
lenient’ sentencings on Wednesday 
saw the 40-month terms increased to 
seven years by the Court of Appeal. 

This week Lord Justice Pitchford said 
that, even if there was ‘willingness’ on 
the girl's part, as Monteiro and 
Channer had claimed, that was no 
excuse for the rape of a child and the 
mob-handed element of the crimes 
also made them worse. 

He said: “The circumstances here 
were that two adults jointly took 
advantage of a child in degrading cir¬ 
cumstances ... the group nature of the 
activity and the recording of the event 
constituted serious aggravating fea¬ 
tures of an already exploitative offence. 

“The harm done by the offenders will 
be long-lasting and perhaps perma¬ 
nent.” 

He added the starting point for 
calculating the men’s sentences, before 
giving them credit for their guilty pleas, 
should have been 11 years or ‘some¬ 
what higher’. 

In an interview with us, Mr Grieve

The judge in the case, David Farrell QC 


was the first media outlet to question 
the length of the sentences in this case 
and I’m very pleased that it did. 

“Papers such as LoS play a vital role 
in publicising the Unduly Lenient 
Sentence (ULS) scheme, so people 
know that there is a way to have appar¬ 
ently unduly lenient sentences exam¬ 


ined and, in some cases, increased. 
The fact is that in this case two adults 
took advantage of a child in degrading 
circumstances and ‘willingness’ here 
had to be seen in the context of the 
exploitation of a young child. 

“In my view the original sentences of 
40 months was unduly lenient and did 


not properly reflect the seriousness of 
these crimes. 

“The Court of Appeal agreed and has 
sent out a strong message in respect of 
the sentencing of sexual offences 
committed against a child under the 
age of 13. 

“Sentencing is a complicated process 
and judges must think about many 
considerations when making their 
decisions.” 

David Tucker, head of Strategy and 
Development at the NSPCC, said: “We 
welcome Luton on Sunday’s focus on 
this case and the fact it has worked 
hard to bring public attention to these 
lenient sentences. 

“No child can give consent to being 
sexually assaulted so deterrent sen¬ 
tences are needed, which is why we 
lobbied the Attorney General in this 
particularly distressing case.” 

Chief Crown Prosecutor Baljit Ubhey 
said: “We work with the police and the 
courts to ensure victims are given the 
best possible support. 

“Cases of rape and other serious sex¬ 
ual offences are among the most diffi¬ 
cult cases that we deal with and need to 
be dealt with very sensitively”

Ex Hatters’ boss Brabin acquitted of assault 


EX-LUTON Town manager Gary Brabin has been 
acquitted of assaulting two members of York City 
security staff, but was found guilty of a public 
order offence. 

The former Hatters boss faced trial in Selby 
Magistrates’ Court following an allegation that he 
had assaulted two stewards during a football 
match between York City and Luton Town in April 
2011. 

Brabin had been accused of head butting and 
elbowing two stewards after they had forcibly 
removed him from the technical area following his 
protest at the manner in which his players were 
being treated during the game. 

However, he was found guilty of a public order 
offence after it was alleged that he used 
threatening, abusive or insulting words or 
behaviour. 

Brabin was represented by Brian O’Neill QC in 
court and his solicitor was Tayab AM, partner at 
Irvine Thanvi Natas solicitors. 

Tayab AN said: “Gary is very pleased that the 
District Judge was able to see that he had not 
assaulted the security staff and that their 
accounts of what happened were untrue.” 

Brabin is considering an appeal of the public 
order decision. 



Finance chief hits back at 
criticism over rising debt

LUTON council’s portfolio holder 
for finance has hit back at criti¬ 
cisms against the authority’s debt. 

Last week, Luton on Sunday 
revealed that Luton Borough 
Council’s debt had gone up by £120 
million in two years. 

Cllr Robin Harris says that ‘pruden¬ 
tial borrowing’ is boosting the town’s 
economy after claims by opposition 
leader Cllr David Franks that the 
council was ‘not managing it [the 
debt] properly’. 

Recent investments include £25.7 
million in 2010/11 for the Inspire 
Luton Sports Village, and £89.4 mil¬ 
lion which the council was required 
to pay the Government in 2011 /12 as 
part of the ending of the housing 
subsidy system and the move to self¬ 
financing for council housing. 

Cllr Harris (pictured) said: “The 
well-managed investments we are 
making will deliver real benefits to 
the people of Luton. Our prudential 



borrowing is planned against 
income we know is coming in 
through the success of the airport 
which represents this town’s single 
biggest asset. 

“Importantly, we are now able to 
make a start rejuvenating Luton’s 
housing stock at best value. 


“We are also investing in the 
Inspire Luton Sports Village as an 
important part of our work to 
improve general health and tackle 
growing levels of obesity, particular¬ 
ly among young people. This also 
enables us to save money on poten¬ 
tially expensive costs maintaining 
ageing facilities.” 

The council has independently- 
appointed private sector external 
auditors who assess its spending and 
financial planning, ensuring that its 
approach to borrowing and invest¬ 
ments are rigorously reviewed. 

Cllr Harris said: “These safeguard¬ 
ing measures ensure that our pru¬ 
dential borrowing delivers tangible 
and lasting benefits for the people of 
Luton.” 

He added: “We are also committed 
to investing in major enhancements 
to Luton's infrastructure, including 
much-needed improvements to Ml 
Junction 10a and the long-awaited 
completion of the inner ring road 
that will help attract new business, 
jobs and housing to our town.”

POLICE have kept human 
tissue samples, including 
major organs and limbs from 
victims of murder or 
homicide, for almost 20 
years. 

It was found that 
Bedfordshire Police held 16 
samples of organs and limbs 
from previous investigations 
into sudden, unexplained or 
suspicious deaths wrongly 


assuming they had been 
disposed of by the medical 
profession. 

A national report published 
by the Association of Chief 
Police Officers and the 
National Policing 
Improvement Agency 
revealed on Monday that 
police forces across the 
country still retained human 
tissue from as far back as 


the 1960s including brains, 
hearts and major limbs. 

Often the families of the 
victims had no idea samples 
had been kept until after the 
audit had taken place. 

Detective superintendent 
Mick Hanlon, the senior 
investigating officer in 
charge of the audits by 
Bedfordshire Police and 
Hertfordshire Constabulary 


said: “Understandably this is 
an extremely sensitive and 
emotive issue and our 
priority from the outset has 
been to those families 
involved. 

“All of the families that we 
engaged with have had their 
wishes met in relation to how 
they have wanted their loved 
one’s remains to be dealt 
with.” 


Dad: I won’t send my 
‘bullied’ son to school

A FATHER is ready to go to court to bat¬ 
tle a fine given to him by the council for 
taking his child out of school to avoid 
being bullied. 

Mark Hine, 33, decided to keep his ten- 
year-old son Maison at home claiming he 
was being picked on at King’s Houghton 
Middle School in Parkside Drive, 
Houghton Regis. 

Now, Central Bedfordshire Council 
have issued him with a £50 fine for 11 
unauthorised absences. But Mr Hine, of 
Bromley Gardens, says he will not send 
his child to a school where he claims he is 
being bullied. 

He said: “I would rather go to court than 
send my son to a school where he will be 
bullied. I will not do that to him. I have 
spoken to the council and the school 
about what has been happening to 
Maison and the reason he is not at school 
but nobody wants to listen to what the 
problem is. 

“I want them to listen to what has been 
going on and do something about it. 
Maison was a perfect student at lower 
school and won the headteacher’s award 



for being so good so there must be a rea¬ 
son for him not to want to go.” 
fohn Spurling, acting head teacher at 


King’s Houghton Middle School, said: 
“We do everything possible to ensure 
that our pupils have a good attendance 
record, enjoy their time at school and are 
safe. Where attendance concerns arise, 
we work to support both pupils and par¬ 
ents to find the right approach to get 
children back into school. 

“We treat any allegations of bullying 
very seriously and have stringent policies 
and procedures in place to guard against 
it and to ensure that our school is a safe 
and positive learning environment.” 

Executive member for children’s 
services at Central Bedfordshire Council, 
Cllr Mark Versallion, said: “The council is 
unable to comment on individual cases. 
Our overriding concern is to protect chil¬ 
dren’s entitlement to education. 

“We would always prefer to take posi¬ 
tive action, working with schools and 
offering support and advice to parents, to 
remedy a situation quickly in the inter¬ 
ests of the child. 

“If parents then don’t make serious and 
sustained efforts to improve their child’s 
attendance then we will do whatever we 
need to, including issuing fixed penalty 
notices, to protect a child’s right to edu¬ 
cation.”

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‘Excess’ of Hatters fans 
cause chaos at station

A RAIL firm has come under fire 
after British Transport Police 
(BTP) officers had to be drafted 
in at a train station as thousands 
of football supporters returned 
home from Wembley. 

Masses of Luton Town fans 
descended on West Hampstead 
train station - which is run by 
First Capital Connect (FCC) - 
after their team’s defeat by York 
City in last Sunday’s Conference 
Premier play-off final. 

But despite high profile reports 
saying 30,000 fans would attend 
the West London venue from 
Bedfordshire, FCC failed to put on 
a special football service and 
responded by rolling out eight- 
carriage trains - some already 
packed with passengers travelling 
from St Pancras - rather than the 
12-carriage trains used on week¬ 
days. 

This meant thousands of fans 
were left waiting for hours at the 
station with BTP called in to help 
deal with the numbers who 
spilled out the building and along 
the adjacent road. 

Eye-witnesses reported crushes 
and that around 300-400 fans 
were on the platform at one time 
as officers tried to get them on to 
already overflowing trains. BTP 





LONGER TRAINS: 


said that they had to be drafted in 
as there was a ‘problem with over¬ 
crowding’ and admitted the train 
station is ‘not big enough’ to deal 
with that many people. 

The incident raises doubts over 
how FCC will deal with masses 
expected to be travelling into the 
capital for this summer’s Olympic 
Games. The rail company has also 
dismissed any review into last 
Sunday’s events. 

Roger Perkins, a spokesman for 
FCC, said: “ We ran four trains an 
hour on Sunday from West 
Hampstead fast to St Albans and 
then Harpenden, Luton Airport 


Parkway and Luton. Two of these 
an hour were eight-carriages long 
as in the normal timetable; the 
other two we lengthened from 
four carriages to eight for the 
game. 

“We have to maintain much of 
our train fleet at the weekend to 
ensure we have enough rolling 
stock ready for the weekday rush- 
hour service and we don't have 
enough spare carriages available 
to lengthen trains beyond eight 
carriages and achieve this. 

“We consider all big events that 
can impact the number of people 
using our services, this is why we 
lengthened some services on 
Sunday. We are not carrying out a 
review of Sunday’s events. 

“During the Olympics, we will 
be lengthening late night services 
on the Thameslink route and 
Network Rail will ensure that only 
very minor maintenance activi¬ 
ties occur to reduce the likelihood 
of disruption.” 

Simon Lubin of British 
Transport Police added: “We were 
called to West Hampstead train 
station as it was overcrowded. 

“That station is not big enough 
to deal with that many people 
and it was a problem. We had to 
send some extra officers out there 
because there was overcrowding 
in the station and also in the pub¬ 
lic house opposite.” 


Rise in racist incidents 

RACIST incidents in schools has increased by more 
than 40 per cent. 

According to statistics reported cases of racist bullying 
rose dramatically in Luton between 2007 to 2010. A 
racist incident is defined as any situation perceived to be 
racist by the victim or any other person. 

Following the inquiry into the murder of teenager 
Stephen Lawrence, the previous Government said 
schools in England and Wales must monitor and report all 
incidents of racist abuse to their local authority. However, 
the coalition government has changed that guidance and 
schools now have no duty to record and report the data. 

But a spokesman for Luton Borough Council said: 

“The figures indicate a rise on reported incidents, not 
necessarily an increase in incidents. 

“Schools have a range of strategies in place to deal 
with racism when it occurs, importantly they also work 
successfully to prevent it through for example 
Personal, Social, Health and Economic Education 
[PSHE] lessons and one to one tutoring. Ofsted 
inspections of Luton schools invariably acknowledge 
harmony between the diverse pupil population.” 


Spotlight on patient lists 

DOCTORS were paid for illegal immigrants who 
were registered on their patient lists, a report has 
found. 

More than 120 immigrants whose asylum status 
had been rejected by the Home Office were found to 
be registered on GP patient lists throughout 
Bedfordshire and Hertfordshire after the Audit 
Commission launched an initiative from 2009 to 
2010 aimed at identifying people registered at more 
than one practice. The report by the National 
Duplicate Registration Initiative also found that GPs 
were still receiving payments for 37 patients in the 
two counties despite them having died. 

Tony Medwell, NHS Bedfordshire Head of Primary 
Care Commissioning, said: “We continually work 
with our GP practices and the Practitioner Services 
Unit to keep patient records as up to date as possible. 

“Our practices generally manage their patient lists 
well. However, with hundreds of thousands of 
patient records in Bedfordshire alone, we do find a 
small number which, due to a number of reasons, 
need to be removed or updated.”

Station’s future 
is under threat

DUNSTABLE Police Station may close 
as part of an ongoing review of 
Bedfordshire Police's buildings. 

The force are considering shutting the 
West Street station, where the South CID 
unit, the local policing and response team 
are based, in light of the funding cuts 
imposed by the Government. 

Councillors on the county’s policing 
watchdog, Bedfordshire Police Authority, 
have even questioned why new CCTV has 
been put in at the station, which opened 
more than 30 years ago, following ‘further 
speculation’ on the possible closure. 

In the minutes for the authority’s 
resources scrutiny committee meeting 
on April 26 it says: ‘Members under¬ 
stood that there had been further spec¬ 
ulation that Dunstable Police Station 
may close and questioned why there 
had been investment in CCTV in the 
custody cells if this was the case. 

‘The Deputy Chief Constable responded 
that this was still early thoughts in the 
estates review process and changes may 
take place over a period of time and there¬ 
fore the Force had adopted a business as 
usual approach to the CCTV project. 

‘Members expressed some caution to 
be taken in how the communication 
around this was to be handled given 
that over a number of years Dunstable 
Police Station had been the subject of 
possible closure.’ 

The estates review process began in 
October last year and is ‘ongoing’. 

A Bedfordshire Police spokesman said: 



“Like all forces around the UK, we are 
looking at how to maintain front line 
services while having funding reduced by 
20 per cent and as a result we have to con¬ 
sider a number of cost saving measures as 
part of an on-going financial review. 

“All areas of the service are being 
looked at within this review and all 
options of how to cope with the 20 per 
cent reduction - which works out at 
approximately £20 million over a four 
year period - are being explored and 
considered but absolutely no decisions 
have been made as yet. 

“What is paramount is that residents 
in Bedfordshire understand that our pri¬ 
ority is to protect front line policing but 
we do have to be realistic about the eco¬ 
nomic situation and consider reconcil¬ 
ing particular parts of the Force - estates 
included - to deal with loss of funding.” 

Police authority chairman Peter Conniff 
said: “The future of Dunstable Police 
Station is, along with all other police 
properties, under active current review so 
as to provide the best possible value for 
money in view of the austerity cuts. 

“We’ve got £20 million to save over the 
next four years, which is a huge ask for a 
small force like ours. We’re on track, but 
if the figures change then everything 
will be under review even more.”

Passenger figures won’t 
hit 30m ‘for time being’

PLANS to expand Luton Airport 
to fly 30 million passengers a 
year are not being pursued at the 
moment, according to the 
airport operator. 

Hertfordshire County Council 
(HCC) councillors said this week 
they were ‘shocked’ to discover the 
potential planning application to 
triple passenger numbers, which 
they said was expected to be sub¬ 
mitted by late next year. 

Previous discussions between 
Luton Borough Council and oper¬ 
ator London Luton Airport 
Operations Limited (LLAL) had 
been looking at increasing pas¬ 
sengers to 16-18m. 

But local authorities in 
Hertfordshire close to the airport 
say that they have discovered the 
owner of the airport has been in 
discussions with the Planning 
Inspectorate (an agency of the 



government) for expansion of an 
annual capacity of the airport to 
30m. 


A LLAL spokesperson said: “In 
considering future opportunities 
for London Luton Airport, LLAL has 
looked at a number of alternative 
development scenarios and have 
been completely open about this. 

“These have included expand¬ 
ing the airport to make best use of 
the runway capacity that the 
Government identified in the 
Future of Aviation White Paper as 
being up to 30m. At present, LLAL 
is concentrating upon the 18m 
futureLuToN:Optimisation project. 

“This means drat a 30m project is 
not being pursued for the time 


being. If this were ever to be pur¬ 
sued the proposal would have to be 
subject to the rigorous environ¬ 
mental impact assessment process¬ 
es and public consultation.” 

HCC Councillor Robert Gordon 
said: “Local authorities and com¬ 
munities alike are worried at the 
speed with which even the cur¬ 
rent proposals to expand capacity 
up to 18mppa are being pro¬ 
gressed, but have engaged in the 
consultations and await any plan¬ 
ning application in good faith. 

“I am shocked to discover that 
even before the recent public 
consultations had taken place the 
owner of the airport has already 
been in discussion with the 
Planning Inspectorate about sub¬ 
mitting a planning application to 
it to expand the airport up to 30m 
as early as next year. 

“I can only imagine the distress 
this news is going to cause to 
local communities and action 
groups.”

They need a cool, shady place 
where the air circulates, and where 
they are able to move freely. 

A hot rabbit can be kept cool by 
applying cold water gently to his 
ears. 

Should your rabbit become list¬ 
less, or start breathing hard 
through an open mouth or go limp, 
get him to a vet immediately. 

Rabbits must also be checked 
daily throughout summer months 
for signs of flystrike. 

Smaller animals, like hamsters, 
rats and gerbils, can be kept cool 
by opening windows and closing 
curtains, using a fan (but not 
pointing it directly at them), 
refreshing water and providing a 
frozen water bottle, wrapped in a 
towel so that it cannot be chewed.

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Ring road 
row erupts

A ROW has broken out over 
the proposed route for the 
£24million inner ring road 
scheme in Luton. 

The project moved a step 
forward this week after 
Transport Secretary Justine 
Greening approved the com¬ 
pulsory purchase orders 
required by Luton Borough 
Council. 

The Town Hall’s Liberal 
Democrat group leader, David 
Franks (pictured), has criti¬ 
cised the choice of route, sug¬ 
gesting the council have 
chosen the cheaper ‘red’ route, 
over the ‘green’ route which he 
believes would be more effec¬ 
tive - but is also more expen¬ 
sive to implement. 

The red route includes plac¬ 
ing a signal controlled junc¬ 
tion between Crescent Road 
and Crawley Green Road, and 
turning the road from the 
new junction to St Mary’s 
roundabout into a dual car¬ 
riageway. 

This contrasts to the green 
route plan, which would have 
seen a completely new road 
being created between 
Crescent Road and St Mary’s 
roundabout which would 
have bypassed Crawley Green 
road completely. 

Cllr Franks said: “This prob¬ 
lem simply is that the council 
has gone for the cheap 
option, which is the red route. 

“The Executive report, which 
was compiled by traffic engi¬ 
neers, said the green route was 
better environmentally, would 



have a capacity to carry more 
traffic and would cause less 
noise but would cost more.” 

However, Labour Cllr Sian 
Timoney said the scheme could 
help attract a £1.5bn invest¬ 
ment package to Luton, deliv¬ 
ering around 11,000 new jobs 
and up to 4,000 new homes. 

She said: “The council was 
asked to consider two alter¬ 
native routes for the pro¬ 
posed road - named the red 
route and the green route. 
The green route was £6m 
more expensive than the 
route the council decided to 
adopt. The benefits of the 
green route were very mar¬ 
ginal over the other proposal. 

“As a Labour council, when 
we are spending taxpayers’ 
money we are prudent and 
the extra £6m could not be 
justified. When Cllr Franks 
ran Luton council, money 
was poured down the drain 
and the council tax shot up -1 
think we can see why.” 

Subject to final confirma¬ 
tion of funding by the 
Department for Transport, 
work which is expected to 
take 18 months could now 
start by late 2013 with com¬ 
pletion by early 2015.

T HERE is a profession, or more accurately a 
trade, that has been letting its audience down 
lately. It is journalists and I am not talking 
phone hacking. 

Two stories last week needed context and 
explanation but received little more than repeating the 
Establishment view. 

First the issue of Somali pirates. I know I do not 
venture into foreign policy very often but am 
beginning to feel like a Prime Minister in his second 
term. Anyway it was announced last week that the 
EU was sending military ships to bomb the bases in 
Somalia of those who attack shipping off the Horn 
of Africa. An explanation of these pirates was given, 
including by the BBC, which drew them as thieves 
and vagabonds who just attacked this shipping for 
financial gain. 

A little historical context would have painted a 
different picture. Somalia suffered two major 
famines in the 1980s, as well as continued war. 

Many Somalis headed off to the coast, to join the 
fishermen already there. They fished the sea off the 
Horn of Africa, just for food for their families. 

However, the loss of any legitimate government in 
Somalia made it impossible for them to protect 
their waters. Along came international fishing 
trawlers, no longer hampered by any laws, to pillage 
this vast resource of fish. 

The Somali fishermen’s boats were routinely 
destroyed and their fishermen killed, sometimes by 
having boiling water poured over them. 

A United Nations report said that, in the absence of 
the country’s at one time serviceable coastguard, 
Somali waters have become the site of an 
international “free for all,” with fishing fleets from 
around the world illegally plundering Somali stocks 
and preventing the local fishermen from having their 
paltry catch. 

Beyond illegal fishing, foreign ships have also long 
been accused by local fishermen of dumping toxic 
and nuclear waste off Somalia’s shores. 

These trawlers came from far and wide, including 
the EU. Strict quotas exist in EU waters, of course, 
but can be completely ignored by those fishing in

the Indian ocean. These trawlers have nets as huge 
as seven miles wide, and catch and kill everything in 
the sea. The Somali fishermen fought back, some by 
becoming pirates. Now I know two wrongs do not 
make a right but these people were only trying to 
feed their families in a sustainable way, rather than 
completely pillage and ultimately destroy one of the 
richest seas in the world for fish. 

But I never saw this mentioned in any news report 
on how the EU was defending shipping against these 
evil men, rather than what it was really doing which 
was protecting law breaking super trawlers so we 
can eat cheap fish. 

Similarly, and closer to home, with regard to 
Greece, the whole story is being hidden, out of 
either convenience or laziness. 

Recent articles, again including those by the BBC, 
discussed the recent election and the next one. The 
BBC reported how a neo-Nazi party gained some 
five per cent of the vote but fails to even mention 
that Syriza, a left wing coaltion party, gained ten per 
cent and may get a lot more in the next election. 

Elsewhere it is described as supporting voodoo 
economics. This is by journalists, not opposition MPs. 

If Syriza increases its support, it just may be 
because it recognises that the Greek people are 
suffering hugely, that a humanitarian crisis may be 
looming on Europe’s doorstep and that all the other 
parties, within Greece and without, offer is more 
pain. A solution needs to be found that does not lead 
to mass unemployment and soup kitchens, because 
that is no solution at all. 

The Keynesian alternative, of sustainable growth, 
offered by Syriza, may not be the new orthodoxy 
and may not be correct. But it is a serious alternative 
and should be considered as such. It also happens 
to have a better track record of creating economic 
recovery than the IMF and its monetarist friends.

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Partner left lifting disabled 
man after ramp bid rejected

A DISABLED man has been 
refused a ramp to help get him in 
and out of his front door, hinder¬ 
ing his rehabilitation efforts. 

Shafqat Ali has been denied a 
grant for work at his council 
house in High Ridge, Luton, 
because of the ‘confines of the 
site’, even though his next door 
neighbour had one put in. 

Luton Borough Council said a 
‘change in the national building 
regulations’ means the 53-year- 
old, who suffered severe brain 
damage after a heart attack at the 
wheel of his car 12 months ago, 
cannot have the ramp put in. Mr 
Ali now has to be carried through 
the door by long-term partner 
Deirdre McConville. 

Mr Ali was ‘technically dead’ for 
at least 15 minutes after his road 
accident before finally being 
resuscitated, but woke up in hos¬ 
pital unable to speak or move. 



He can now hold full conversa¬ 
tions, but still needs full time care 
and has major mobility issues, for 
which he attends two rehab ses¬ 
sions a week to aid his recovery. 

Mr Ali said: “If the council would 
help me a bit more, maybe I’d 


even be walking now. I’ve got this 
far, now I need more help to walk. 

“My dream is to walk about, to 
do things for myself. I can eat cer¬ 
tain things myself, but I want to 
get better. 

“The only thing I want is a ramp 

- but we were told the council 
couldn’t do it.” 

Miss McConville, 52, said: “It’s 
been a miraculous recovery so far 

- we want it to go on and need this 
ramp.” 

A council spokeswoman said: “A 
change in the national building 
regulations means we are legally 
unable to install a ramp outside 
Mr Ali’s property. 

“In difficult cases like this, partic¬ 
ularly where the inside of the 
house also needs significant adap¬ 
tations too to help Mr Ali and his 
partner, the standard procedure is 
for a housing officer to visit to 
explore the best way forward and 
discuss available options as soon 
as possible, and we understand 
this will be happening shortly.”

IF someone told you they were 
going to let more than 100 
women loose driving fire 
engines, heavy goods vehicles 
(HGVs) and digging machinery, 
would you think they were mad, 
or just incredibly trusting? 

Well perhaps they are both, but 
officers and volunteers from 
Bedfordshire and Luton Fire and 
Rescue Service (BLFRS) and 
Cambridgeshire Fire Service gave 
up their weekend to hold a 
women only driving challenge in 
order to raise money for the Fire 
Fighters Charity which helps 
thousands of officers recover 
from injury each year. 

I headed to Alconbury Airfield 
near Huntingdon, Cambs, to take 
part in the challenge which 
involved around 120 women 
driving and manoeuvring a num¬ 
ber of large vehicles including an 
ASDA HGV, a fire engine, quad 
bikes, diggers, a skid pan and a 
moon buggy. 

You could even have a go at 
driving a coach. 

As I jumped into a small JCB 
digger I was a little apprehensive 
about my ability to control any 
kind of machinery which didn’t 
involve just turning a key and 
whacking it into drive. 

However, my guide, Tim, one of 
more than 60 volunteers on the 
day, showed me the controls and 
soon enough I was well away 
picking up tyres and putting 
them down again on top of 
another stack. 

Sounds simple but oddly 
enough it takes a bit of precision 
to get it right. Later on when I

finally got behind the wheel of a 
fire engine, the part I’d been 
looking forward to all day, it was 
absolutely exhilarating and as I 
sped around the runway at 
around 60mph, blue lights flash¬ 
ing, it was almost as if I were 
tearing off to a real emergency. 

I have to admit, upon first see¬ 
ing the engines and the HGVS I 
was at the very least concerned 
and at the most terrified of the 
prospect of solely being in con¬ 
trol of vehicles weighing several 
tonnes. But when it came to it I 
am told I was quite confident 
and handled some of the largest 
lorries with great control. This is 


what the day was all about - 
giving women the chance to take 
part in something most people 
will never have the opportunity 
to do in their lifetime and all for 
a good cause. 

Group commander Andy 
Peckham from BLFRS explained 
how the event was set up and 
what the Fire Fighters’ Charity 
does for injured officers. 

He said: “This is only the 
second year we have held this 
challenge here but around five 
similar events are held around the 
country each year and it is a great 
opportunity to raise funds for the 
Charity. Therapy programmes for

injured officers, such as those 
who have suffered a back injury 
while on duty, can cost up to 
£1,000 per week and there can be 
high costs for the support service 
and experts who provide assis¬ 
tance with complications. 

“It is important to hold events 
like this but it can be difficult to 
find the time for fundraising out¬ 
side of all the other duties offi¬ 
cers have. 

“Holding big fundraisers helps 
to raise more than some of the 
smaller events we stage and it is 
only one day out of everyone’s 


time. We understand people are 
feeling stretched but we have a 
huge number of ladies who came 
who have all given their time and 
money and we are hoping to 
raise about £10,000.” 

According to Andy, many of the 
costs involved in running the 
Driving Challenge were kept to a 
minimum as the charity was given 
the use of the airfield for free and 
many companies such as ASDA 
and Amey Cespa donated the use 
of their vehicles free of charge. 

BLFRS and Cambridgeshire Fire 
Service also received help in the 


form of fire engines from Oxford¬ 
shire. I had a brilliant time trying 
out each of the vehicles and after 
speaking to some of the other 
women taking part, it was clear 
everyone else was having a great 
day too. 

And despite the doubts of many 
men holding handbags through¬ 
out the day, no vehicles were 
damaged or parked at dodgy 
angles. It is a testament to women 
drivers, and to the organisers that 
the day was such a success.

AN Olympic torchbearer has said 
that he is ‘disappointed’ with the 
amount of the torches that are 
already being sold on auction 
website eBay.

“The amounts of money that 
torches are rumoured to be sell¬ 



ing for are tempting, but it is the 
urgency with which people are 
selling them that is quite disap¬ 
pointing. 

“Most people haven’t even run 
their sections of the route yet. 


“I could understand it a couple 
of years down the line if someone 
was desperate for the money, or 
the cash was being used for char¬ 
ity - I think the only way I’d sell 
mine is to fund an event like run¬ 
ning a marathon abroad.” 

Simon added that he is excited 
but nervous of the prospect of 
carrying the flame as the day 
approaches. 

He said: “It’s something that I’m 
trying not to think about at the 
moment as it makes me very 
nervous. 

“I’m still waiting for my training 
to come through so I know what 
to do if the flame goes out or 
someone jumps out in front of it, 
maybe once I’ve done that my 
nerves will settle. 

“Right now my focus is on 
cycling from John O’Groats to 
Lands End in nine days, which is 
the challenge I’ve set myself to do 
before the torch event.”

Concerns over 
‘rat problem’

A BUSINESSMAN has complained that 
Luton council is not doing enough to 
deal with a ‘rat problem’ in the town. 

David Westcott, who owns the Property 
Shop, among others businesses, in Park 
Street, Luton, claims he has seen growing 
numbers of the vermin appearing in 
Luton town centre. 

He believes it is making the town an 
'unattractive’ place and it needs to be 
dealt with. 

Mr Westcott said: “It seems to have got 
gradually worse. They are scurrying 
about everywhere; you can see them 
close to the entrance of the shopping 
centre and it is really off-putting. 

“The council needs to get rid of them 
quickly.” 

A spokeswoman for Luton Borough 
Council said: “It is not unusual for a busy 
area like this with lots of food premises 
nearby to suffer from a rodent problem. 

“When people drop unwanted food 
and litter on the ground, they are provid¬ 
ing a constant source of food for the 
rodents. 

“This is an issue in similar areas across 


the country. Our Pest Control team is car¬ 
rying out a programme of baiting in the 
area, regularly inspecting and replenish¬ 
ing bait as required and carefully moni¬ 
toring the situation. 

“We have also removed the old planters 
from George Street which will stop the 
vermin using them for shelter and breed¬ 
ing purposes.” 


Thefts on the up 

THERE has been a rise of thefts 
from vehicles in the west of Luton. 

Police are now warning drivers to 
remove all valuables from their 
vehicles when parking in the area 
after an increase in thefts of mobile 
phones and satellite navigation 
equipment from cars and vans. 

On average seven incidents per 
week have happened in Leagrave, 
Lewsey, south Lewsey, and north 
Challney areas where vehicles have 
been left insecure or doors have 
been forced.

ow life has changed in the past 60 years 



HM Queen Elizabeth 


IT IS 60 years since HM Queen 
Elizabeth came to the throne 
and there have been many 
changes In Luton. 

Going back to 1952 the world 
was still reeling from the effects 
of the Second World War and 
meat, sugar and sweets were 
still rationed in the UK. 

In Luton the town was 
recovering from 24 air raids that 
had killed more than 100 
people and injured more than 
500 and there had been 
significant damage to buildings 
in the town. 

But by 1952 the town was 
beginning to thrive again. 
Although the traditional hat 
making industry was in decline 
the Vauxhall Motor works was 
expanding and making models 
such as the Vauxhall Velux and 
the Bedford van. 

After being used as a base for 
fighter squadrons in the war the 
airport was now being used 
once again for civil aircraft. 

In 1952 a new control tower 
opened at Luton Airport, even if 
the airport buildings themselves 
were still a bit primitive. Luton 
Airport was to play a major role 
in the boom of the package 
holiday in the 1950s. 

People were being entertained 
at the Grand Theatre on Waller 
Street and at the Gaumont 
Cinema on Mill Street and 
Luton Town Lootball Club were 



in Division 2, the equivalent of 
today’s Championship League. 

It was in Lebruary 1952 that 
the 56 year old King George VI 
died and was succeeded by his 
25 year old daughter The 
Princess Elizabeth. 

Married to the Duke of 
Edinburgh the Queen and 
Prince Philip often visited 
nearby Luton Hoo in the early 
years of their marriage to 
celebrate their wedding 
anniversaries after spending 


part of their honeymoon at the 
house in 1947. 

Today we are in different 
times but Luton continues to 
thrive and is one of the fastest 
growing towns in Britain. 

Vibrant and multi-cultural it 
has over the past 60 years 
welcomed generations of new 
people from across the world 
who have made their home in 
the town. 

So whilst we raise a glass to 
celebrate this historic occasion

we should also raise it to the 
next 60 years and an exciting 
and successful future for Luton.

More striking to look at than the 
Vectra but also more spacious and 
with an improved engine range, the 
Vauxhall Insignia looks like a winner. 
The optional four-wheel-drive system 
should go down well at the top end 
of the range helping the Insignia to 
extend its appeal to more private 
buyers. 

This car is offered with five engines 
initially. For petrol buyers, there's an 
entry-level 1.8-litre 140PS ECOTEC 
unit, then a rather large gap to a 
220PS 2.0-litre turbocharged unit, 
sitting below a 2.8-litre V6 260PS 
range-topper developing 325PS in 
VXR guise. If you want a CDTi diesel, 
there are a couple of fresh 2.0-litre 
ones, developing either 130 or 160PS. 
The Insignia marks the start of a new 
era for the brand and there's plenty 
of reasons for optimism. Vauxhall has 
worked hard to broaden the appeal 
of the Insignia beyond that of the 
fleet-favourite Vectra and it appears 
to have been successful. 


Efforts to inject extra style and flair to 
the look of the car should go down well, 
the front camera system is neat and the 
optional four-wheel-drive system is an 
interesting addition to the medium 
ange sector. 

Is this car as sharp to drive as its 
Mondeo rival? Perhaps not, but there's 
not much in it and the clever FlexRide 
system gives it a technological edge. 
There's not very much on the debit side, 
unless you count the big gap between 
the two four cylinder petrol engines' 
output and their unremarkable fuel 
economy. Overall, what's crucial is that 
the basics seem to work. The Insignia 
looks a desirable, cleverly designed 
package that will give rivals something 
to think about.

‘We were shambolic when

PAUL Buckle said that his players have put 
“pride back into the Luton shirts” since his 
appointment as manager, which he hopes is 
something the team will build on next season. 

Though his team lost 2-1 in the play-off final to 
York City at Wembley last Sunday, the Town boss 
hailed the dramatic transformation of the side 
he saw lose 3-1 to Braintree Town before he took 
charge. 

Speaking after the defeat on Sunday, he said: 
“The team haven’t let me down in terms of work 
rate and commitment. 

“Not many of us know what it’s like to play in a 
Wembley final. They gave me everything, and 
have given me everything since I became man¬ 
ager. 

“With all due respect we were shambolic when 
I came in and we’ve put some pride back into 
the Luton shirts and moved it forward unbeliev¬ 
ably.

Two 
or three months ago we would have been out on 
our knees approaching the end of the game, but 
it was the York players that were flagging.

We 
didn’t get any luck, and it wasn’t our day. 

“But I’d like to let the fans know I’ll do every¬ 
thing humanly possible next season to make it 
their season.” 

But Buckle said that despite the disappoint¬ 
ment the focus will quickly turn to next season’s 
campaign, and that there could be some new 
additions to the squad. 

Fie said: “It’s not easy, it’s a tough old league 
and we’ve got to do everything we can to get out 
of it. 

“That starts with hard work every day in train¬ 
ing, being unrelenting in our approach and hav¬ 
ing the right mentality, as I truly believe that 
comes out in games. 

“It also means we’ve got to bring the right play¬ 
ers to the club to add to what we’ve got now.”

ROBBIEWillmott believes Luton 
would now be preparing for a new 
season in the Football League, rather 
than a fourth term in the 
Conference, if Paul Buckle had been 
in the managerial hotseat all season.

Earlier this month Holmes 
captained Dunstable at 
Kenilworth Road against the 
Hatters in the Bedfordshire 
Senior Challenge Cup final, 
scoring a stunning goal to 
draw the South Midlands 
League Premier Division side 
level at 4-4 in extra time before 
a late Dan Walker goal sealed 
victory for Luton. 

Brennan began his career at 
Sheffield Wednesday before 
earning a two-year contract at 
Luton Town. 

The midfielder then enjoyed 
an illustrious career in non¬ 
league football with spells at 
Stevenage, Grays Athletic, 
Lewes, AFC Wimbledon, 
Cambridge City, Chesham 
United and Hemel 
Hempstead. 

In March 2010, at the age of 
29, he was appointed interim 
manager of the Tudors in a bid 
to avoid relegation following 
the sacking of previous incum¬ 


bent Gary Phillips. Together 
with assistant manager and 
Watford legend Luther Blissett, 
Brennan went on to amass 
enough points in the remain¬ 
ing nine games that eventually 
saw Hemel Hempstead earn a 
reprieve to stay in the 
Southern League Premier 
Division as well as win the 
Hertfordshire Senior Cup and 
St Mary’s Cup. 

He moved to Dunstable at

The numbers don’t add up 

Hatters chief Sweet calls for Conference to give more promotion hope to clubs

LUTON Town chief Gary Sweet has 
vowed to push for more promotion 
places in the Conference if he ever gets 
the chance. 

His comment came before the Hatters 
lost in the Blue Square Bet Premier 
play-off final for the second year run¬ 
ning with last Sunday’s 2-1 defeat to 
York City at Wembley. 

It consigned the club to a fourth year 
in the non-league while the 
Minstermen ended an eight-year stay 
to return to League Two alongside 
champions Fleetwood, who clinched 
the non-league top flight’s only auto¬ 
matic promotion place. 

Those clubs can now look forward to 
playing in a division which offers four 
promotion places, while the same 
number move in and out of the 
Conference each summer. But with just 
two on offer for successful clubs, Sweet 
admits the numbers do not add up. 

“I would even say four up and four 
down,” the Luton managing director 
said, adding: “My opinion won't 
change.” 

Next term Luton will be part of a Blue 
Square Bet Premier roster in which 
almost half will be former Football 
League clubs, so there is growing clam¬ 
our that the promotion allocation in 
the game’s fifth tier be brought in line 
with divisions above and below. 

Sweet added: “From Premier League 
to Championship - that’s three [promo¬ 
tion places], while League Two to 
League One is four. In the leagues 


below the Conference it’s four. Why is it 
two in the Conference? 

“Of course that’s going to create a hor¬ 
rendous bottleneck in that league, so 
it’s got to be at least three in my opin¬ 
ion. If, in the future, I ever get into a 
position where I can have an impact on 
whether it’s two or three clubs coming 
up and down from those leagues, I will 
always vote for three.” 

Another season in the non-league is a 
bitter blow for the club, not only finan¬ 
cially, but because the division strug¬ 
gles to accommodate a club the size of 
Luton, according to Sweet. 

He said: “No disrespect to the 
Conference, because it’s a good place 
for a club to come and rehabilitate and 
recover, but with a big club like this, we 
are out of sorts and out of shape for this 
league. 

“The Conference isn’t great at dealing 
with very large clubs like Luton. 

“Look at the two clubs coming down 
[Hereford and Macclesfield] - no disre¬ 
spect to them - but they won’t struggle 
as much as Plymouth would have done. 

“It’s really about us. 

“When we took the business out of 
administration four years ago it took 
two to three years to really get rid of the 
chaos - it was in a real mess. 

“I think this last year is the first that 
we’ve really begun to professionally 
develop as a business, but that’s about 
us. 

“When there’s a million pounds differ¬ 
ence between League Two and the 
Conference, it would have been easier 
to do it in League Two, I can assure 
you.”
